GRIEVANCES OF THe NEZ PERCES.

ae August 25th, 1862. 
Eptrons Paciric.—On Sunday last, I 
had the pleasure of attending church at this 
place: The service was conducted by the 
Rev. Mr. Spaulding who came to this coast 
as a missionary in 1836; services was 
opened by prayer, and then for want of 


ing ; although the house was crowded, not 
one of the white portion of the congrega- | 
tion had a hymn book, yet all of them edu- 
cated, and brought up under Christian influ- 
ences. The highest officers of the Terri- 
tory were present. His Excellency, Gov. 
Lyons, the Hon. Judge Smith, Prosecuting 
Attorney of this District, Sheriff of this 
county, and Clerk of the Ist District Court, 
and ‘a large portion of the citizens of the 
place, yet no hymn book. What a rebuke 
to you, to your Federal officials, to come 
there to be taught the true spirit of the | 


Indians, with their hymn books printed in 
their own language, at Lapwai in 1841, by 
Mr. Spaulding's own hands. Through 
how many scenes have those books passed. 
Had they the power to speak, what could, 
what would they say to us. They would 
tell us of the many trials of those mission- 
aries in this far-off land. They are printed 
in the Nez Perce language. Think of the 
sleepless nights, think of the many dif- 
ficulties attending the learning of their lan- 
guage ; of the privations, want and hard- 
ships; no grain. no food, but such as was 
used by the Indians, ne clothing but the 
skins of animals, and yet see how much he 
has taught them. From the barbarians, he 
has taught them to comprehend that there 
is a God and eternity. He has educated 
them so that they can read and write, till 


the land, and to gather in their crops; their’ 


women were taught to weave by Mrs. 
Spaulding—the backs of the hymn books 


are made of cloth of her own manufacture | 


—and that too in this far-off wilderness, 
when there was no one to aid ber. It 
would be better to-day, a thousand times 
over, if the Government would do away 
with its present policy, that is so ineffectu- 
ally carried out, and only lend its aid to a 
few such men as Mr. Spaulding, whose 
whole heart is enlisted—who has but one 
desire and end, i. e. to civilize and ‘chris- 


tianize these Indians. To-day shows by 


the manner in which the services ‘were con- 
ducted, where the heart and feelings were. 
After Mr. Spaulding had concluded his ser- 
mon, the Indians. sang, and Lawyer, the 


chief, spoke for some time to his own peo- 
ple, in their own language; he spoke on 
the subject of breaking the Sabbath. After 
singing another hymn and pronouncing the 
blessing. they were dismissed, when Lawyer 
asked permission to address Governor 
Lyons, which was granted, and the accom- 
panying are the teniaiks made by Lawyer 
and Timothy, as well 4s Governor Lyons’ 
reply. 
| LAWYER'S REMARKS.

sent as to the truth of what he was say- 
ing, who all responded*in the affirmative.] 
We received them and the propositions made 
as from the Great Father—as a sacred 
thing— and laid hold to it as we would to 
life; and he said to us that we must hold 
on to this treaty as we would upon a firm 
foundation in time of floods and storms, and 
that if you do not accept our proposition we 
‘must remind you that the Americans are 
-like the rivulets of an on-coming flood 2 
arg ine by the melting snows ; or,

N that treaty were pledged to 
us for our benefit. Nine years are passed 
and those stipulations are unfulfited. The 
provisions of the treaty: were ample, had 
they been complied with, but they have not. 
I do not say this with bad feelings, but I 
show you my heart. The boundary of the 
re commences ten miles below the 
Halapawawi, thenee along the divide be- 
tween the Palapawawi and. Patalia;, over 
the Blue mountains, across,.the Grand 
Round river, above the Wallawa and Pow- 
‘der rivers; across Snake fiver, fen miles 
above the mouth of Powder river; thenee 
to the headwaters of the Payette and the 
east branch of Boise river thencé to the 
main crossing of Salmon river, at the mouth 
of Grey-bear river ;.. thence to the divide 
—— Bitter-root_river and the middle 
fork of Clear-water; thence to the head 
waters of Mooh-neesha river; thence down 
eaid river to near the mouth, And -thenee to 
the place of beginning. That was the 
boundary, fixed by the Couneil, for the res- 
exvation, and we received it as from our 
‘Father, and as the will of all interested. 
We relinquished all our fights outside of 
the reservation, in compliance with an — 
ment, and now nine years have passed, and 
little part of the on the other 
side has been complied with. [He again 
calls upon his people to confirm what he is 
saying, which they ‘heartily respond to.] 
These were the propdsitions, this was tlie 
boundary, which was understood and ac- 
cepted by myself and my people. Mr. 
Craig was appointed our agent, but bis time 
was short, as Mr. Cuin soon arrived. 
| Next came Mr. Greary, (a white headed 
man,) after that, Mr. Hutchings, then Mr. 
Anderson. Then came Messers. Hale, 
Howe and Hutchings as Commissioners ; 
next, Gov. Wallace, and afier him James 
O'Neill, and now, you, Gov. Lyon, have 
arrived as our Superintendent. We heard, 
in the Spring, that. you were to arrive, and 
I have shown you our hearts, Everything 
has gone different from the ises. The 
treaty is straight, but is not carried out. 
The arrangements made by Gov. Stevens 
and Palmer were very acceptable. I did 
ngt know a crook in them, but they, have 
become crooked. I do not.know whom to 
blamé—the changes have been so frequent, 
and each blames the other. I do not claim 
to be pertect, nor do I say that the treaty 
is bad.—I say distinctly that the provisions 
* promises of that treaty were good. 

e made these stipulations’ for twenty 
yeurs; that our children be taught durin 
that, and in the end be learned. ‘But w 
have had no church as promised; no school 
house as promised; no doctor as promised; 
no gunsmith as promiséd ; no blacksmith as 
promised. Only’ one year more and ten. 
years will have past and nothing done. 
There are the Cayuses, Yakamahe, Simeoes, 
Clicketats, Rogue River and other Indians 
that have been at war with the whites, they 
have school houses and we have none. 
But every foot of land on our part has 
béen given, while you have fuiled to do but 
little on yours. I stand here, as it were, 
naked so far as these promises are fulfilled. 
I wish to call your attention to the ſuet that 
there has been trouble with Indians within 
our reach. We have always been with the 
whites. We fought, with Major Haller, 
with Col. Wright and Col. Steptoe, and 
with the Jatter our blood was mingled with 
yours, and when defeated, had not Timothy 
and Levy conducted them out of the coun- 
try, they would have all Beeh killed. On 
the defeat of Col. Steptoe they called upon 
us for help. I furnished them my wariors 
and their subsistence. I have spoken you 
my whole heart, Now look, contrary to 
the stipulations of that treaty we are min- 
gled with the whites. Had Gov. Stevens 
told us that we give you these sacred prom- 

ises, but they are going to be broken. Had 

— 3 that ibey were to be broken, 
as it was by the killing of one of our peo- 
ple belonging to Timothy’s tribe, we would 
never have consented to the treaty.

It is cowardly and beggarly submission. It 

is'giving up principle for pelf.

It flings disgrace over the memory of our 

_ heroes living and dead. And it admits the 

false charge that we made the war, and are 
to blame for all its miseries. 

Nor is an armistice, a suspension of hos- 


4 tilities, and negotiations meanwhile, a third 


thing at all. It is only another method of 
letting the rebels have their own way. They 
want separation, or domination, and they 
ehre little which, or how gotten. They 
know what gains will accrue to their bad 
cause by letting it carefully alone with our 
arms, and talking about it. If they can be- 
come the Union they are willing to be back 
again, on the old terms, or better ones, for 
their petted interests. And they are willing 
to belong to a Union ruled by themselves 
long enough at least to repay some of their 
losses and to get things in better condition 
than ever before for renewing the war. All 
the peace our enemies really want, just now, 
is one of suspended hostilities. They do 
not offer to lay down their arms and to re- 
turn with any cordiality. They do not pro- 
fess any love for the Union, the govern- 
ment, or the people, but only for themselves 
and their negroes. f 
That any among us should be willing to 
treat with the rebels on any such terms, and 
1 in such circumstances, is surprising, is hu- 
miliating. There can be no lasting peace 
made with men in the temper in which our 
ſoes now are. Something hollow might be 
hooped together, some jointure tied together, 
but no durable reunion. They have nothing 
to lose by delay and lame negotiation; we 
lose even by thinking of it. They know 
there will be no quiet and enduring peace 
with slavery in the Union; and we know 
there will be none unless slavery be out. 
We see alike here, we and our enemies ; 
and it remains to be seen whether their 
f strategy shall get us into the trap now set 
for us, labelled armistice. | 
It will not do to trust our cause with a 
party that condemns us beforehand. They 
may mean well, but they are on dangerous 
4 ground. They may betray us. They are 
not very hearty in their devotion to free- 
dom, equality, and fraternity. They may 
not wish to ruin the country; but some of 
. them would not be very sorry if they did. 
It is probable that they could not utterly 
ruin the country if they should try; con- 
sciously or unconsciously. The country 
might survive even their unfortunate rule. 
But to insure ourselves against the worst 
calamities that now threaten us, we have 
need to follow out the one policy of the 
Government; to bring the rebellion to c- 
cept our terms of peace, amity, and con- 
cord; these terms being best for them, their 
future, for us, and for our people in the 
ages coming. As wise and good men we 
| ate bound to prolong the present policy and 
F administration till this wicked rebellion is 
| once and forever subdued.

: Depravity is a refracting medium which 
invests the moral world like an atmosphere, 
| and throws everything out of its true posi- 
; tion. We must make allowance when we 
reach after the pebble in the brook because

So in the moral world, if we 
would not grasp at shadows, we must make 
; allowance continually for the fact that the 
light of truth passes through an atmosphere 
b dense with ignorance, passion, and unbelief. 
1 Things are rarely what they seem, or where 
' they seem. The failure to recognize this 
la of moral refraction is the fruitful source 
; . of trouble almost everywhere. Men sup- 
pose they are looking at a thing, when they 
are only looking, may be, at one of its con- 
eomitants. They take the outside for the 
inside, the accident for the vital essence. 
Whatever strength the attacks which have 
been made upon Christianity may have had 
has arisen from this, that what was acci- 
dental, or at most but incidental, has been 
aseniled as though it were essential and 
vilal. For instance: When we hear a man 
objecting to Christianity because its pro- 
fessed friends have been persecutors of op- 
posite sects, we feel inclined to say: „My 
dear sir; you make no account of refrac-

To love and not to reason is the great duty of 
man. 


An Cecasion for Thankfulness. 


The science of government is yet ina 
crude state, both in theory and in fact. 
There are no perfect constitutions, nor per- 
fect laws, nor perfect institutions among 
men ; at least, none of their own devising. 
There is, sometimes, a great deal of punish- 
ment and no justice; a great deal of de- 
ciding without a conclusion; and a great 
deal of taxation without an equivalent. The 
more we advance, the more our light in- 
creases, the more we penetrate into the rea- 
son of things, the more close our observa- 
tion becomes; the more we see faults and 
imperfections clinging: to all that is human. 
We are amazed and perplexed by the soph- 
istries, falsehoods, incongruities, and absurd- 


ities which are commingled with the prin- 


ciples and proceedings of administrations, 
legislatures, and courts of judicature. But 
this is not. the direction in which to look in 
order to excite in ourselves the emotions ol 
gratitude. 

It will not do yet to compare our institu- 
tions, laws, and governments, with the stan- 
dard of the perfect, the absolute, the beau- 
tiful, and the true! We must measure our 
progress from the other extreme ; and take 
our departure from the drear condition of 
the savage and the barbarian. From that 
point how far we are removed ; and through 
what wars and tumults, revolutions, reforms, 
struggles and perils, has our civilization 
made its way, down the tract * the cen- 
turies !! 

“What rights, What Whertfea Wh privi- 
leges are conceded to us! What protec- 
tions, what guaranties, what securities, are 
assured to us! How erect we go; how 
consciously we stand upon our manhood ; 
and how freely we move; as if the world 
were all ourown! How largely are all the 
blessings. possible to us, as beings of the

people of past times would we make an ex- 
change of condition, or prospect? There 
have been great nations and glorious coun- 
tries, and there have~been splendors, pomps, 
and triumphs! but for what among them 
all ought we to be willing to exchange the 
least among our substantial benefits?

We have 
arrived at very much to be grateful for; 
and we are hoping for so much more, that 
we ought to give God thanks for the joy of 
such a hope. Always are we to remember 
with gratitude that God has a real regard 
for men, their institutions, and all their 
affairs.

apart from the .one which also means, ori- 
ginally, “manners.” Yet in thought, at 
least, we can distinguish between morals 
and manners. We find also, in fact, a re- 
fined and polished exterior, good manners, 
where the morals are bad; and we some- 


times find sound morality where the man- 


ner is uncultured, uncouth, awkward. All 
Christian people should join beautiful man- 
ners with their excellent morals, just. as mu- 
sic is married to verse. 

Argument.—1, The reason of coufteous- 
ness. This is mainly found in its fitness to 
please, and its fitness to benefit. As a Chris- 
tian virtue it rests, for Scriptural authority, 
on all such passages as, “ Let every one of 
us please his neighbor, for his good to edi- 
fication.” As a natural virtue it is an ele- 
ment of the character and the manner of a 
gentleman ; and has to be justified by the 
arguments that make it reasonable for one 
to be a gentleman. In its original sense, 
courtesy implies a difference of rank and 
position. And the exercise of the virtug 
was among courtly, refined, and high-bred 
people, not only in their intercourse with 
one another, but even more in their associa- 
tion with those who were in any way in-. 
ferior to themselves. And the reason for 


being affable, gentle, obliging, and self-for- 


getting in our feeling and manner, is wrap- 
ped up in the reason that we are civilized 
beings and not morose savages. 

2. The method of courtesy. There is 
method in whatever is systematic and uni- 
form. And to be condescending and gra- 
cious, only now and then, is not to be cour- 
teous at all. In the natural order of things, 
justice precedes generosity. So, in that or- 
der of things, punetnality precedes courtesy. 
Till we meet our engagements, according to 
the terms of them, or have offered an am- 
ple apology in case of failure, there is no 
room for our courtesy. Not to be punctual 
is not to be gentlemanly, and not to be gen- 
tlemanly is not to be courteous, not to be 
altogether Christian. And the entire method 
of courtesy rests upon those fundamental 
virtues which are deemed sometimes rigor- 
ous, exacting and puritanical; while in act 
it shall seem to have no method at all. 

8. The demand of courtesy. It demands 
of us that we cease to be very conscious of 
ourselves; that wé forget any exaltation 
which birth, rank, wealth, office, learning, 
or any gift, or endowment, may have brought 
to us; that we forego our personal prefer- 
ences, likes, and pleasures; and that we 
remember only how a human being should 
be treated by one who, has sought to live 
close to nature and to God. While it may 
not be a very distinguished virtue in us to 
treat people in a courtly, knightly, way; it 
is a great want of virtue in us that permits 
us to treat them cavalierly, roughly, and 
bluntly. And we are not to think we are 
decéntly Christian in our conduct, nor dec- 
orous civilly, till we find it an effort, if not 


an impracticable thing, to speak; or act, oth- 
erwise than in the courageous spirit of man- 


liness, meekness, sympathy, and generous | 


love.

Trustees of Donations for Educa- 
tion in Liberia” were incorporated at Bos- 


ton the following ‘year. Nine citizens of | 


Liberia were incorporated in 1851 as Trus- 
tees of the College, to hold its property. A 
site of twenty acres was granted and four 
thousand acres of land also, by the Govern- 
ment of Liberia. 

Tt was found difficult at first to procure a 
suitable faculty and President. Hon. Joseph 
J. Roberts; for eight years President of the 
Republic, was elected to the College Presi- 
‘dency in 1856. Not tin 1861 were Pro- 
fessora secured. The College was formally 
inaugurated in January, 1862. One year 
afterward the College opened: with seven 
stadents, which number was increased du- 
ring the year to thirteen.
